TO BE REJECTED 


RESCUERS ENDEAVOR 
TO REACH THEM 


Experts 
Declare 
They 
Have Little Hope For 
Entombed Miners. 


Reaffirmation of French 
Viewpoint To Be Made 
In Reply. 


B y th e A ssociated Press. 
PARIS, Aug. 14.—Prem ier 
Poin­ 
care, who will return to Paris to­ 
night, has informed his collaborators 
at the foreign office, that 
he 
in­ 
tends “in the most courieous manner 
possible" to reply to the point to 
Lord Curzon, British secretary for 
foreign affairs, on 
the reparation 
question. Although the reply will be 
courteous, it is asserted in foreign 
office circle that it will be a stout 
re-affirmation of the French view­ 
point and a flat rejection of the Brit­ 
ish suggestions. 
The reply -will be sent as soon as 
possible, probably before the end of 
the week. 
Although it is no longer assumed 
in official quarters here that the en­ 
tente may survive the present differ­ 
ences, the situation is taken with per­ 
fect calm in governmental circles, as 
well as by the press and the public. 
The French had, in fact, long consid­ 
ered the entente as virtually defunct, 
so far as concerns co-operation 
be­ 
tween England and France on the ap­ 
plication of the terms of Versailles. 
Lord Curzon’s note is taken merely 
as a public recognition of that fact 
by the British government with the 
aim of throwing the responsibility 
for the rupture upon France. 
Prem ier Coincare, it is understood, 
will carefully omit anything that 
might be taken as a denunciation of 
the entente, leaving the initiative in 
the final rupture to the British gov­ 
ernment. 
If Prime M inister Baldwin decides 
ti call an international conference to 
fix Germany’s capacity to pay that 
action will be taken by the French, 
it is forecast, as an unfriendly act 
which will end the cordial relations 
that have existed for nearly twenty 
years. 
France then will simply re­

KEMMERER, Wyo., Aug. 14.—Two 
hundred miners In No. 1 mine of the 
Kammerer Coal Company were en­ 
tombed this morning following an ex­ 
plosion. 
The explosion occurred in the low­ 
er levels. A cave-in at entry No. 15 
cut off all communication with the 
men who were working around the 
twenty-sixth and 
twenty-eighth en­ 
try. 
Up to noon one body had been re­ 
covered. 
Relief workers immediately went 
to work. As they progressed to the 
seventeenth 
entry 
the 
body of a 
pumpman was found. 
Black clouds of smoke from the 
mine fan were the only indications 
of an explosion at first. 
No detona­ 
tion was heard above the ground as 
the explosion was estimated to have 
taken place nearly 
a 
mile 
under 
ground. 
Nothing definite concerning the 
condition of the entombed wen has 
come from the depths of the mine 
but experts in mine rescue work de­ 
clared they saw little hope of rescu­ 
ing the men alive. 
A United States mine rescue car 
which left Kemmerer this morning 
for Utah fields nearby w'as hastily or­ 
dered to return.

ruling under the command of Ad­ 
jutant General B. H. Markham. Two 
companies were sent from Oklahoma 
City and one from Okmulgee. 
Only the police department and 
the sheriff’s force will be super­ 
seded during the military occupa­ 
tion, in line with instructions from 
the governor, it was understood. 
The courts and other civil agencies 
are not expected to be disturbed. 
The proclamation of martial law 
came unexpected yesterday as the 
result of representations made in 
Oklahoma City to Aldrich Blake, 
executive 
counsellor, 
by 
Nathan 
Hantman, wffio was abducted here 
Isst Friday night by a band of un­ 
masked men and carried out into 
the country where he was severely 
whipped. 
Governor Walton, who is in Sul­ 
phur recuperating, authorized the 
decree after talking to Blake on the 
telephone. 
Charges 
that the 
Tulsa police 
were involved in the abduction have 
been made by Hantman and Mrs. 
Mabel 
West, 
proprietress 
of the 
Main Street Rooming House where 
Hantman lived. 
Denials that the police were in 
any way involved in the affair have 
been made by city officials, includ­ 
ing Mayor Newblock 
and 
Police 
Chief Rees Moran. 
Whippings have been numerous 
in Tulsa for months. 
Only recently 
a woman, Mrs. Pearl Hay ter, was 
abducted on a downtown street by 
a party of unmasked 
men, 
who 
applied acid to her body in an ef­ 
fort, she said, to make her divulge 
information concerning a “deal" in­ 
volving George Pet ropo!, an oil lease 
broker. A few days after the affair 
the Tulsa Tribune published a story 
which said one of its reporters had 
beeii summoned to a room in a 
downtown office building where a 
dozen masked men were gathered.

The martial law order 
was promulgated immediately after 
Hantman told his story. 
All citizens must be off the streets

from the military authorities, it was 
announced. 
The order will not affect the courts 
or other departments of the civil gov­ 
ernment with the exception of the 
police and the sheriff’s office, Coun­ 
selor Blake said. 
Governor Walton, who is resting 
at Sulphur, telephoned Blake instruc­ 
tions to issue the martial law proc­ 
lamation. 
Troops ordered to Tulsa by Adj. 
Gen. B. H. Markham are companies 
A and D, 119th hffantry, Oklahoma 
City and company F of Okmulgee. 
The Oklahoma City units are com­ 
manded by Capts. C. O. Lee and E. 
R. Fowls. 
Capt. Jim Sweeney will 
command the Okmulgee company. 
“The units I am sending to Tulsa 
are some of the best equipped in the 
state. They will he armed with auto­ 
matic rifles in addition to full in­ 
fantry equipment,” Adjutant General 
Markham said. 
The adjutant general will not go 
to Tulsa immediately, but will direct 
operations from his office here, it 
was understood.

NEW CABINET ON

BERLIN, Aug. 14.—Diplomatic cir­ 
cles here believe that the advent of 
the Chancellor iftreseman bourgeois- 
socialistic cabinet presages an early 
effort to find a solution to the Ruhr 
crisis. 
The political makeup of the new 
cabinet is thought to reflect a desire 
on the part of both Industrialists and 
the socialists to discover a formula 
which would enable Germany tQ. as­ 
sume the initiative without prejudice* 
ing her attitude on passive resist­ 
ance. 
Chancellor Stresemann’s position 
with respect 
to the 
Ruhr 
varies 
slightly from the taken by his prede­ 
cessors, in that it Is believed the new 
chancellor, as well as the socialist 
members of his cabinet would con­ 
sent to the abandonment of passive 
resistance if the present occupation 
were reduced by a progressive pro­ 
cess or made “invisible” and if the 
French and Belgians would restore 
to Germany her complete jurisdiction 
and sovereign rights in the disput­ 
ed areas.

Stresemann, the new German chan­ 
cellor, outlined in a statem ent today 
the conditions under which Germany 
is ready to abandon the passive re­ 
sistance in the Ruhr.

A L C O H O L ISM IN F R A N C E . 


The department of labor (ministere du 
travail) of France has just made an inter­ 
esting investigation on alcoholism among 
the working class. 
Information on the subject has been re­ 
quested from officers of the various em­ 
ployes’ organizations, from judges of the 
workers’ court, from managers of the large 
industrial establishments, and generally 
from all persons coming in daily and direct 
touch with the working people. 
Among 
certain classes of workers which are known 
to be especially affected by alcoholism, the 
investigation was particularly exhaustive. 
The first results, concerning the Paris re­ 
gion, have just been published in the “Bul­ 
letin of the Department of Labor,” and 
they show that alcoholism has consider­ 
ably decreased in Paris and the vicinity. 
Absences of workers for that cause are 
now very few; 
observance 
of rules and 
punctuality are better than ever; in a gen­ 
eral way, the sentiment 
of 
dignity 
has 
reached a higher 
level 
among Parisian 
workers. 
Temperance is generally observ* 
ed among the young workers. 
In many regions of France where wine 
is so plentiful and cheap, there is hardly 
any alcoholism at all. 
It is more particu­ 
larly in a few provinces 
like 
Normandy, 
Brittany and parts of the northwestern de­ 
partments where it is not so easy to get 
wine or beer, and where consequently there 
is a rather large consumption of hard li- 
qv 
hat alcoholism is noticeable. 
uiong the factors which are considered 
as promoting 
temperance 
in the French 
working class, the following are named in 
ans»ter to the official inquiry: the price of 
liquor; 
the 
prohibition of absinth, the 
antiralcoholic propaganda in the schools 
supported by all employers’ and workers’ 
organizations; the exodus from congested 
districts of Paris towards the suburbs; the 
foundation of numerous sporting societies; 
the flight schools. 
It is said too, that the 
“daylight saving time” has given to work­ 
ing men a better chance to give more of 
his time to family life.

The aim of this work, Reavis de­ 
clared, is to prepare girls for the 
work of homemaking 
and 
house­ 
keeping. 
It includes the study of 
all the activities related to the home 
namely: sewing, meal planning and 
preparation, house furnishing, home 
nursing, child care, and house man­ 
agement. 
One half of the school day is al- 
loted to this instruction. The course 
is two years In length and the in­ 
structions are “intensive rather than 
extensive”. Reavis said. 
In vocation home economics class­ 
es, the homes of girls as well as the 
schools are used as laboratories, the 
director asserted. A definite amount 
of home work is required of each 
girl throughout the year. 
The girl 
with the cooperation and encourage­ 
ment of her mother, plans and car­ 
ries out the real duties of the home 
under the gulldance and instruction 
of her teacher. Some of the typical 
projects carried out last year were: 
planning and 
preparation of the 
morning or evening 
meal 
for

JFFFERSON CITY. Mo., Aug. 14. 
—Judging from returns to date to 
State Auditor Hackmann, the blind 
pension roll of the state will 
drop 
to one-half of what it was before the 
present law became operative. When 
the new law became operative, there 
were about 6100 
persons 
drawing 
$300 a year from the blind pension 
fund. 
The old law rendered eligible 
those with seriously and permanent­ 
ly impaired eyesight and left the pro­ 
bate courts to be th-j judge. The new 
law is intended to apply only to those

Ordered to Build Line. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Disre­ 
garding protests of the state of Illi­ 
nois, and of Cairo and other com­ 
munities in Southern Illinois, the in­ 
terstate commerce commission today 
authorized the Illinois Central rail­ 
road to proceed through subsidiary 
corporations of construction of a 166 
mile cut off running from 
Pulton, 
Ky., to Edgewood, 111., at a cost of 
approximately $16,500,000. 
The building project was opposed 
by 
the 
Illinois 
interests 
on the 
ground that it would isolate several 
Illinois cities, by putting the main 
line of the Illinois Central system to 
New Orleans on a different route. In 
addition, the state of Illinois Is en­ 
titled to a percentage of the earnings 
from the raffic routed over the pres­ 
ent main line of the Illinois Central, 
while profits made by routing traffic 
over the new cut-off will not be di­ 
vided with the state. 
To carry its plans into effect, the 
Illinois Central proposes to organize 
the southern Illinois and Kentucky 
railroad, w hich would build 123 miles 
of single track railroad from Edge- 
wood, 111., to Metropolis, 111., on the 
Ohio river. At Metropolis the Chica­ 
go, St. Louis and Illinois railroad, an­ 
other subsidiary would take up the 
construction, 
bridging 
the Ohio, 
building 42 miles to Fulton, Ohio, 
where it would connect with the 
Paducah and Illinois railroad, a third 
subsidiary 
of 
the Illinois Central 
which is now operating.
